M' MURRAY LINE 


New Passenger Cars and Lovomo- 
tives Are En Route From 


the East | 


Four new upto-date passenger | 
coaches and two locomotives have} 
been ordered by the Alberta & Great 
Waterways railway for service to the 
north, and are expected to arrive 
here within six weeks time. 

Other equipment is also on order, | 
and when arrived the Waterways wil! 
have as modern a train service as! 
any in the west, despite the fact that 
the northern road is a pioneer raii- | 
way, and was in a deplorable condi- | 
tion when taken over by the govern- 
ment. 

The service to the north has been 
bettered monthly, and while the rail- 
way officials admit t the coaches 
in the service were not all that might 
be desired, they point out that these 
were the only vehicles possessed by 
the line, and that they had to be used 
until others could be obtained. People 
from McMurray and further north 
are well pleased with the service 
which has been provided, and al- 
though there has been some justi- 
fiable complaints regarding the 
coaches, recent statements in the 
press are said by the rairoad officials 
to be greatly exaggerated. 

To meet the conditians incidental 
to the short season on the northern 
rivers and to get the passengers and 
freight as far north and as speedily 
as possible, has been the aim of the 
cempany, with the limited equipment 
at their command and this has been 
Gone, even theugh the method might 
have been somewhat rough and ready. 

With the new coaches in service, 
the older vehicles will be taken ort, 
and given a thorough overhauling. 

The mew section of the line from 
Cacne 23 to Cache 24 is now cleared 
and the men and equipment are being 
got together in preparation for grad- 
ing operations, which, however, are 
still hindered by the presence of 
frost in the ground. HL A. Warner, 
chief engineer of the line states that 
the new eection which is being con- 
structed is superior to the old loca- 
tion, the grade being a gentle slope 
from the height of land to Deep 
Creek. 

A time table is shortly to be pub-
